THIRTY DAYS LABOR. 



This Is the Unse a Couple of Streetiar 
Obstructors lint Yesterday. 



Mention was made yesterday that Dick 
Cummings, a seventeen-year-old chap, 
had been arrested for stealing the "bond 
wires" out of the streetcar track in the 
neighborhood of the Cemetery and Fair- 
grounds. 

He had a DMriDg before 'Sijuire Howe 
and afterwards before Judge Hutchins, 
when he 'foased up to repeated thefts, at 
the same time implicating Lewis "Pud" 
Wilburn, wh» is a year older. 

The latter also plead guilty, and Judge 
Hutchins fixed their punishment at 30 
days each in Jail with hard labor at- 
tached. 

For about a year past the Street Rail- 
way Company has been annoyed by these 
petty thefts. 

The worst feature was that the re- 
moval of the "bond wires" occasioned 
the burning out of armatures, the coat of 
replacing which is some 120. 

The thieves would sell the copper wire 
to junk dealers at 4 cents a pound. 

Now that the originators of this trou- 
ble are behind the bars, it is hoped they 
will have no successors. 

People who have been standing on the 
corners "cussing" the cars for not run- 
ning more regularly can now appreciate 
some of the disadvantages under which 
they hav e been l aborin g.

Chicago. July 33.— The John A. Lo- 
gan monument In Luke Front park 
wu dedicated with much pomp Thurs- 
day afternoon. A few minutes past 1 
o olock John A. Logan III., the five 
year old grandson of the "ltlack Eagle," 
pulled the silken cord which parted 
the Tells concealing the magnificent,

Then the 
second lot of drivers threw up 
their positions and some of the 
men began stoning the miners who 
were forced to leave their work, and 
who had assembled In front of the 
mine. Kolf Ilite, the superintendent, 
soon had his Winchester in his hands, 
and three shots quenched the enthusi- 
asm of all the strikers but one who 
made for Uite with a pick, but he was 
driven off at the point of a revolver. 
The operators, however, feared an- 
other outbreak and called on the coun- 
ty officiate for aid*

Youkostowm, O., July 23. -At seven 
o'clock Tnursday night a terriiic cloud- 
burst struct this town, Hooding the 
entire valley and causing great dam- 
age to property, both in tho city und 
along the railway line* Many people 
are supposed to be drowned. The en- 
tire county east and west for 30 miles 
was flooded and the damage will be 
enormous, the railroads being the 
heaviest losers. The Brie railroad, 
wast of Warron 14 miles, and north oi 
Sharon the same distance, waa 
entirely flooded out, and orders 
were issued to discontinue all 
trains. Many residences here were 
flooded out, and the occupants were 
taken away by the police and fire de- 
partment* The Mahoning Valley 
electric linos were floodud out and all 
the bridges washed away. The Catho- 
lic church at Niles was struck by 
lightning at the same hour and nearly 
destroyed by fire, while business 
houses and manufacturing concerns 
were flooded out. Henry Myers, 
a tailor, while standing at his resi- 
dence on Mill street, was struck 
by lightning and killed instantly, lie 
leaves a family. The excursion trains 
which left here Thursday morning for 
lake Erie are all side-tracked 80 miles 
out an I will probably not reach the 
city Thursday night. On every rail- 
road leading into the city comes re- 
ports of extensive washouts and 
bridges swept away and railroad offi> 
cials say the loss will be the heaviest 
they have ever known. 

At 10:10 Thursday night came the 
first tangible information of the dam- 
age done by the storm. Along Crab 
creek, running into the city in the 

Shore railroads, and emptying into the 
Mahoning river near tue Lake Miore 
depot, a cloudburst occurred about ten 
miles out, and the water d:d not be- 
gin to rite much in the city until 
after nine o'clock. At about ten 
o'clock the water came down the vat- 
ley into the oity and formed into a 
flood, sweeping everything that was 
not fastened oown before it. The bed 
of the creek was not more than than 
20 feet wide and the flood spread out 
to a width of about 3,000 feet. It ros>o 
quickly and in less than 30 minute-, 
the water waa up to the second 
story of all the dwelling houses in 
the flooded districts and was still 
rising. It is a certainty at 11 
o'clock that some of the people 
escaped from the houses. The whole 
district was covered with darkness ex- 
cept one small place wherj a ioiio elec- 
tric light shone. Firemen, police and 
others were on hand quickly, but were 
powerless to rescue anybody, as not a 
boat of any kind was to le had in that 
portion of the city. The cries of the 
people in the houses were heart- 
rending to those who stood at 
the water's edge and were forced 
to retreat slowly on account of the 
gradually rising water. It is almost a 
certainty that many people were 
drowned, one whole family was heard 
crying for help from upstairs windows 
when suddenly there was a grinding 
noise aa if the house was being moved 
from its foundation and soon the cries 
from that place ceased The intense 
darkness mad* it impossible to see 
what was going on, but it supposed 
the house and its occupaata 
went down in the flood. People 
at the waters heard a man crying for 
help who was apparently being car- 
ried down in the flood. The voice grew 
fainter, and it is supposed the unfortu- 
nate perished Pitiful cries for help 
wer* heard continually, but the crow.i 
on the shore could do nothing in the 
way of giving aid. Police and firemen 
went at once to another part of the 
city after boat*. 

It was midnight b*fore boats were 
gotten to th* flooded Crab creek dis- 
trict *nd the work of resaue could be 
started. The boats were manned by 
firemen, who went to work with a will, 
but could not make rapid progress ou 
account of the swift and dangerous 
current Nine families were tau-eo out 
of *econd-story windows within a half 
hour and many peop.e were plokod 
up clinging to debris. Nothing 
definite will be known as to the loss..:

Chautauqua it built upon heavily 
wooded terraces, which elope gently 
the shore of Chautauqua Lake. 1 
Lake is a lovely sheet of water twenty 
miles long and from one to three t 
wide, lying in the Southwestern corner 
Of the state of New York, and is the 
highest navigable water on the conti- 
nent except Lake Tahoe. being 730 feet 
above Lake Erie and 1400 above the 
lanlic Ocean. It is only ten miles from 
Lake Erie, and the ridge between sepa- 
rate the waters of the St. Lawrence and 
the Mississippi. The air is cool and in- 
vigorating. Hot nights are almost un- 
known Mauy visit here to escape the 
hay fever. The streets and avenues of 
j this sylvan town of Chautauqua wind 
gracefully in and out amonn the trees 
stretch like "leafy tunnels" through the 
forest. 

Within its 165 acrea there are 1
